American patrol: parties, scouting ov- 


man: reconnoissance units. There 

vere brief hurried exchanges of shots 
in the dark and the enemy scurried 
away. 

While the enemy artillery fire had 
been increasing steadily, Wednesday 
night it reached a crescendo. Then 
early in the morning the Boches sud- 
denly loosed a spray of machine gun 
fire at communication. trenches thru 
which reinforcements and supplies 
are sent to the fighting lines. 

Alive to the fact that this might 
forecast a raiding attempt the Amer- 
icans sent up flares. They flooded 
their regular ground in front of the 
fighting lines with light and disclos- 
ed a group of Germans approaching 
the American trenches 

Word hurriedly went haok from the 
American commander of the met- 
aced trench section for a barrage. 
The American artillerymen got the 
word by telephone and bent to their 
guns top speed activity. Their bat- 
tery roared in a tattoo of fury. Over 
in front of the\ American lines the 
ground was churned up by the shells 
as they fell thick and fast near the 
would-be raiders. 

Then the Boches gave it up and 
scurried back to the safety of their 
trenches and dugouts. 

The rest of the night was marked 
by increased German gunfire. 

The Americans kept on the alert 
| throughout the dark hours. 

Patrol encounters are now becom- 
ing a regular every night occurence. 
In the clashes of the last few days, 
there have been no American casual- 
ties. Whether the Germans have’ 
been equally lucky against the Am- 
erican riflemen is not known. Dawn's 
light over No Man’s land fails ip re- 
veal any bodies. 

Lively gunfire, increasing and di- 
minishing by turns, occupies the day- 
light hours. Today the guns on both 
sides were booming away in rapid 
succession of roars.
